These are joys and pleasures which all may drink deep, They may 
come within the experience, the ken, of all who can set aside a plot of 
ground, be it large or small and devote some little time therein in sete 
along a few seedlings, be they of tree or shrub, flower or vegetable. For 
sooner or later, tended with loving kindness, they shall eventually incorpor- | 
ate a sanctified spot, where mundane troubles and trials can be shed for) 
a season and-brief respite may be had from carking care.

It is the desire to create such a sanctuary for himself that forms one! 
of the most impelling motives to induce man to create a garden for him- 
self, coupled with the desire inherent from the days of Adam and Eve to) 
co-operate with Nature to make things grow, plus perhaps a little of the!

And all these pleasures combined with a utilitarian value are attain- 
able for every man and woman on the prairies, whether resident on the} 
farm or a dweller in the village or small town, All that is necessary is aj 
moderate amount of space, sufficient to manufacture a garden from which | 
delectable vegetables and small fruits may be culled in their scason and 
where trees, shrubs and flowers may afford delight to the creative artist. 

In the village or small town it may be the space in which the dwelling 
is set, in some cases fortified by an additional vacant lot, and on the farm 
it may run to the dimensions of several acres, but no matter whether the 
area to be cultivated is great or small, at lcast some space should be set} 
aside to create a beauty spot. 

The only other essential is a few seeds and the cost of cnough for the; 
first season's efforts is so small as to be almost negligible. After the first | 
year if a program of selection of seeds, cuttings and root divisions is fol- | 
lowed, a garden that will be a permanent joy can be built up rapidly, with |

Apart altogether from the value of a garden from the aesthetié view- 
point, the utilitarian aspect of the question is one which should not be over-!} 
looked, In the light of the experiences of the past. few ycars of drought | 
the importance of raising produce for the table is materially enhanccd and! 
doubtless this ‘side of the question has a much stronger appeal to a much | 
greater proportion of rural residents than was the case a few years ago. | 
Such a garden has an intrinsic importance which must not be forgotten! — | 

At the time of writing favorable climatic prospects for starting a garden | 
or rehabilitating a run down garden this spring appear to be much brighter | 
than they have for some years over the greater area of the prairie prov- 
inces and in the not unnatural desire to recoup losses of the past few years 
in the grain fields it is to pe hoped that the rewards that can be secured 
from a garden will not be overlooked.

18 Men Who Constituted The 


Borden Cabinet Of 1911 

In 1937-38 Canada has lost five of 
the 18 men who constituted the 
Borden cabinet after the reciprocity 
election of 1911. Many had, of 
course, passed away in previous 
years, and there are, indeed, only 
two now surviving. The most re- 
cent to go have been Sir Robert Bor- 
den himself at 82, Hon. W. J. Roche 
at 78, Sir Douglas Hazen at 77, Sir 
George Perley early this year at 80, 
and now, at 70, Hon. Martin Burrell, 
who has been parliamentary librarian 
since 1920. Of the sixteen members 
of that first Borden cabinet who 
have passed away, only four died he- 
fore reaching 70; nine were between 
70 and 79, and three were 80 or over.

As the same writer appropriately comments: “The question as to who 
should pay the most taxes arises. Surely the super rich should not he! 
evaders, There are many such in Canada and in the U.S.A. who could pay 
half their income in taxes and still be unable to spend the other half. Yet 
recent disclosures have shown that they are the very people who, under! 


skilled and no doubt highly paid advice, do evade taxation, succession duties | 


and so forth.”

Hard On Poorer Taxpayers 

It is bad enough for the Dominion and the Provinces to have to lose 
their rightful and legal income from such sources, but what is worse is the 
fact that the delinquency of the rich, who by such means escape their obli- 
gations, entails severe loss upon the remaining and necessarily poorer tax- 
payers who are obliged to remain in the country and who can ill afford such 
additional burden. 

The principal point is that those who have hecome wealthy because of 
the facilities and opportunities afforded them hy the country of their 
nativity or adoption, as the case may he, have a moral obligation to assist 
in supporting that country and the people—thcit neighbors---who have 
assisted them in creating a fortune for themselves and their families. If 
they choose to elude this obligation it is not going too far to say that they 
are willing to bite the hand that fed them,

Australian Made Four-Foot Model 
Of Impress Of Britain 

An opportunity to check the de- 
tails on his four-foot scale model of 
the Empress of Britain was _ pre- 
sented to H. W. Eaglesham, of Syd- 
ney, Australia, when the giant Cana- 
dian Pacific flagship steamed into 
port there for the first time in her 
career. 

For five years the Sydney engineer 
has been “tinkering” with odds and 


celluloid and the result is an almost ‘ 


perfect replica of the 42,350-ton ves- 
ge] built on an exact scale, one-six- 
teenth of an inch to a foot. 

Into the construction of the model 
went dance tickets, menu cards, din- 
ner invitations, cigar boxes and 
such, The hull frame is made of 


cardboard and onto it are glued the: 


“plates”, erstwhile menus and in- 
vitations. There are 1,000 glass port 
holes in the hull and 600 square cellu- 
loid windows in the super structure. 

Over 9,000 separate pieces of card- 
board went into the job altogether 
and 100 of these were used to build 
the wheelhouse which is fitted with 
panelled doors. Funnels, lifeboat 
davits, decks and deckhouses are of 
cardboard, while lifeboats are of 
cedar and both wood and cardboard 
form the deck fittings. At night Mr. 
Eaglesham illuminates his model with 
interior lights.

Up till 1934 chartered banks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
ind might, on aceasion, exceed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 


In establishing the Bank of 
Canada, Parliament prov ided 
that fer ten years from and in- 

cluding 1936, there should be a 
stents year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the ebar- 
tered banks. 


We can issue our own notes 
now ouly up to 85 per cent. of 
our paid-up capital. Bach year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
1e eof the Bank of Canada 


Thus it must be seen that 
banks have never bad an un- 
limited power to issuc notes— 
they have always been definitel 
restrictnd by Parliame nt, with 
heav y fines as penalties for any 
bresch of these restrictions.
